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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-8, 10, and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Peterson, Jr. (US 3,760,673). 

Peterson discloses all the recited elements of the invention including: 

a) a rotatable blade haying an edge which is non-linear radially (e.g., 18); 

b) a counter-knife having an edge generally conforming to a profile of the 
blade edge (e.g., 30); 

c) the blade edge being located along the surface of an imaginary cylinder 
formed by the rotation of the cutting edge so that the cutting edge of the 
rotating blade passes the cutting edge of the counter-knife in succession 
when rotating blade is turned (col. 3, lines 9-19). 

Regarding claims 2 and 12, col. 3, lines 9-19. Regarding claims 4 and 7, a 
portion of the blade edge can first rotate past the counter-knife to cut a portion of the 
carpet pile adjacent a base of the carpet first and the blade edge has a portion capable 
of cutting an edge of the carpet with an edge on the counter-knife having a profile 
confomning the portion of the blade edge. Regarding claim 13, the blade is shaped 
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such that it is capable of cutting portions that are perpendicular and angled relative to 
the plane of the carpet base. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed November 7, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants contend that there is no disclosure or suggestion in Peterson that the 
disclosed machine may be used for carpets or items similar to carpets. Applicants 
further contend that the Peterson's machine does not appear to be capable of 
performing the intended use of the applicant's claimed carpet beveller. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. The preamble "A beveller for a carpet" is 
not essential to understanding limitations in the body portion of the claim. It merely 
provides a statement of intended use. Furthermore, a recitation of the intended use of 
the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of perfomriing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. In this case, Peterson teaches all the recited structural limitations; 
thus capable of perfomiing the recited intended use. For example, the workpiece can 
be positioned in such a way that the device of Peterson can cut at least one beveled 
edge on the workpiece.
